COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE/HIV 
INFECTION  POLICY  GUIDELINES 


The  Office  of  Public  Instruction's  AIDS  Education  Depart- 
ment and  the  OPI  Legal  Department  have  recently  completed 
the  GUIDELINES  FOR  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 
CONTROL  POLICIES  IN  MONTANA  SCHOOLS. 

These  recommendations  are  tobe  used  as  a  guide  and  model 
policy  for  communicable  diseases  including  HIV  infection 
concerning  the  students  and  staff  members  of  Montana 
schools.  Included  in  the  guidelines  are  general  recommenda- 
tions pertaining  to  communicable  diseases;  a  suggested  pol- 
icy that  can  be  implemented  in  all  Montana  schools;  protocol 
for  communicable  diseases  known  not  to  be  spread  by  casual 
contact;  recommendations  by  the  Montana  Department  of 
Health  and  Environmental  Services  for  preventing  the  trans- 
mission of  HIV  in  the  school  setting;  confidentiality  issues 
concerning  students  and  staff  members;  and  resource  materi- 
als available  to  Montana  schools  regarding  policy  informa- 
tion. 

The  guidelines  will  be  mailed  to  Montana  schools  in  March 
and  addi  tional  copies_are  available  from  the  OPI  AIDS  Educa- 
tion Program. 


AIDS  EDUCATION  SUPPLEMENTS 


The  AIDS  Education  Program  has  developed  K- 1 2  supple- 
mental lesson  plans  to  be  distributed  to  all  schools  in  Montana. 
The  supplement  will  include  activities  appropriate  for  each 
grade  level  and  will  list  resources  available  to  educators.  The 
types  of  activities  will  involve  group  work  activities,  lecture 
formats,  worksheets  and  activities  involving  research  in  and 
out  of  the  classroom. 

The  supplement  will  be  mailed  to  Montana  schools  in 
March,  and  the  OPI  AIDS  Program  staff  asks  that  the  supple- 
ment is  made  available  to  all  educators  involved  in  AIDS 
Education  and  to  all  other  interested  persons.  Since  there  is  no 
problem  with  copyright  laws  concerning  this  publication, 
please  feel  free  to  make  as  many  copies  as  are  necessary  for 
distribution  in  each  school. 


TheOPIAIDS  Program  will  be  conducting  regional  work- 
shops in  seven  areas  of  Montana  during  the  month  of  April 
and  the  first  weeks  of  May.

swer period.  Please  plan  to  attend  the  workshop  in  your  area. 
It  will  be  an  informative  and  valuable  experience.
